CHATS WITH PEOPLE WII0 TALK WELL

Asan inventor of political tricks the
West comes to the front with a man who
darkens the past history of the sharpest
gamester in Eastern politics and challenges
the future of all aspirants. The scheme
was described by L. A. Barnberger, a Phil-
adelphia merchant, who stopped at the
Seventh Avenne Hotel over Sunday on his
way home from a two months' trip throngh
Mis=souri, Towa and Minnesota

“In Jowa,” he said, “‘as in Pennsylvanis,
New York and Ohio close political con-
tests are in progress and everr method is
taken by each party to gaina point. The
candidates for Governor are Wheeler for
the Republicans, and Governor Boies, the
Democratic candidate for re-election. The
issue of the campgign is prohibition, the
Democrats being for the repeal of alaw
they consider obnoxions, and the Republi-
cans for sustaining it. While in Des
Mpoines Governor Boies was out of the
citv, and a friend of mine occupied his
room. I stopped at the same hotel, and was
invited by my friend to go into the Gover-
nor's quarters,

GOVERNOR BOTES' RED ROOSTER.

““The first thing that attracted wy attention
when T entered the room wuas a huge red
rocster, the emblem of the Demoeratic
party, on & msntlepiece. 1 examined it,
and the conversation that followed natur-
glly led ns into politics: My friend ex-
plsined that prohibition was a failure, that
all kinds of intoxicating lignors could be
rnrehasl-d in every drug store and that, as
e enLhusinslio.alIy claimed, the Demo-

“I am a Republican, but T must eonfess
that Towa looks very doubtful. Prohibition
is undoubtedly a failure. I wasa stranger
to almost everv one, but I had no tronble
whatever in getting all T wanted to drink,
and I didn't have to go into back sllers to
get i1, either. The drugstores sell every-
thing that is kept in licensed barrooms, and
make no effort to conceal the fact that they
are breaking the law.™

Omn his trip Mr. Barnberger stated that he
Tiad visited the St Louis and Minneapolis
exlubitions, and that he had been at the
Pittsburs Exrnsitinn Saturday night. The
latter, he eaid, had finer exhibits, but not so
many of them as the others, At Minoen,
olis, he said, they had the Mexican Band,
composed of 6 Mexican Government
officere, dressed in their native costumes,
Mr. Barnberger thought the attraction
wonld be a good one for Pittshurg next
vear, and that there would be no trouble in
securing it.

AN INTERESTING RELIC,

Showing How Slowly News Used to Travel
Early In the Century.

A relic of war times famous in Enropean
history hangs in the office of J. B. Berg-
strosser, editor of the JFnvuranee World. Tt
is a bulletin, sbout two feet long and one
and one-half feet wide, of pink paper, with
the following news printed in ﬁaq.rmd
type:

Tue !‘ltm
for Jnné 22, 1815,
Pattle of Waterloo.
Wellington Dispatches.
Capture of

210 Cannon and Booaparte's Bl-l'llf-.
Gallant Conduct of tl?:mnnk Whnte!
List of Killed and Wonnded,
Une Penny.

Mr. Bergetresser bought the relic and a
copy of the London Times of the same date
many years ago from a Scotehman who had
served nnder Wellington, and whose friends
preserved the first aeconnts received in
England of that decisive ment. The
bulletin shows how longa time elapsed at
that period between the occurrence of an
event and its transmittal to the publie
through the press. In this ense seven davs
elapsed, the battle of Waterloo Leing
fought June 15,

Cigarmakers’ International Union No.
%ﬁ. of Ephrata, Lancaster eonnty, by bill
in equity restrained Cigar Manufacturer
John H. Brendle from using the Cigar-
makers’ International Union label on his
goods. The Lancaster ecounty court sus-
tained the master’s report in behalf of this
injunction. Brendle, s union manufacturer,
who had i+ some manner incurred the loeal
ofticials’ ill-will and refused to use their
lahels, issued similar labels or trade marks
of his own, and appealed to the Supreme
Court from the injunction.

Judge Williams, in refusing for the Su-
preme Court to grant this injunetion or
affirm it, reverses the lower court’s decision.
First, on the gronnd that the Cigarmakers’
Union, formed for the “mental, moral and
physical welfare of its members,” is a per-
sonal nnd social orzanization, not & commer-
cial one, and so, nnder the law of Congress,
cannot own a trademark.

Another feature of the decision is its dis-
cussion of the social claim set forth in terms
upon the union eigar label, to the exelusive
right not only to the use thereof, but stig-
matizing all workmen not permitted to use
the trade mark. The label describes the
eigars it accompunies as being made by first-
class workmen, adding that all cigars not
naving the label ure of ““inferior, rat-shop,
cooley, prison or filthy tenemeut house
workmanship,” and has o note, therefore,
“recommending these union cigars to all
smokers throughout the world” Judge
Willinms' decision says:

This is an attempt to use the publicas a
means of coerclon, in order to find a market
for their goods or Inbor. A first-cluss work-
mnn is one who does frst-cines work,
whether his name is on the rollsofany

iven soclety or not. Filthiness and erim-
nality of character depenil o neondnct, not
on membership ot the union. Legitimate
competition rests on superiority of work-
munship and business methods, 2ot on the
use of vyulgar epithets and personal denun-
elations, The International Unlon in this
case hus an avowed purpos: to o barm to
non-union men; to prevent the sale of their
work; to cover them with opprobrium, and
they ask a Court of l".qnl?- to say they have
o righttodo it. Wa decline to say so.
